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Remembering 1984 | Merwin resigns as East 
The year in review 
The last six months 


JULY 

The county communities celebra- 
ted the Fourth with parades every- 
where, barbecues, polkas, and even 
snowmobiles racing out into the 
lake. 

Northwest Michigan Human Ser- 
vices Agency recertified applicants 
for surplus cheese and butter, as the 
program continued through the rest 
of the year. 

Three who robbed East Jordan 
Geln’s Market were brought to trial 
and sentenced. 

Boyne Falls school budget for 
1984-85 went up 9.37 percent to 
$872,126, with the school adding 
teaching time and expecting in- 
creased enrollment. 

Thousands of baby walleyes were 
planted in Lake Charlevoix by the 
Department of Natural Resources, 
with the expectancy that the fish 
would reach legal catching size in a 
year. 

“No pets at the beach,’’ the 
Boyne City commissioners decided 
after numerous and various cem- 
plaints were brought in. Increased 
use of boat launches, too, neces- 
sitated new regulations. 

This was the year when busin- 
esses with video service came to 
town in both East Jordan and Boyne 
City. 

Robert Redmond, formerly Har- 
bor Springs elementary school prin- 
cipal, became Boyne Falls’ new 
superintendent. 

Developer Scott Dietze brought to 
commiesioners his plans for a 32 
unit project to provide apartments 
off Division Street in Boyne City. 
The proposal first surfaced in 1979 
but was delayed until conditions 
were more favorable. More hurdles, 
however, lay ahead, with no apart- 
ments by year’s end. 

Dreams of increasing sport fish- 
ing in the area, faded suddenly as 
Waterways Division announced at a 
countywide meeting that funds had 
dried up. Waterways representa- 
tive Richard Neiltze recommended, 
nevertheless, that communities do 
what they could to expand their 
fishing facilities. 

The newly created Charlevoix 
County Business and Industry Task 
Force got underway with its chief, 
Richard H. Beagle. Beagle, from 
Grand Rapids, was set up in an 
office in Boyne City city hall. 

AUGUST 

World class polo came to the 
county at Windmill Farms in a 
benefit game for Charlevoix Area 
Hospital. The players were mem- 
bers of the Kentucky Polo Associa- 
tion. 

Avalanche Preserve improve- 
ments were begun. Erosion preven- 
tion and steps to a look-out point 
were eventually completed with the 
help of volunteers, Michigan Youth 
Corps, the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, and the city contingency fund. 

Art Fair time came, and with it 
the fun of wandering around the 
exhibits in the parks in East Jor- 
dan and Charlevoix. 

In Boyne Falls it was the excite- 
ment of the horse-pull, the dancing, 
all at the Polish Festival. 

The county took a big step in 
beginning the idea of lake manage- 
ment. Increasing use of Lake Char- 
levoix indicated the necessity of 
governmental agencies getting to- 
gether on the question. Later in the 
year an advisory committee formed 
to begin studying needs and solu- 
tions. 

A familiar face was missed as 
Dorothy Pelton, who directed Char- 
levoix County Senior Center for 8% 
years retired to Texag. Sue Brill took 
over the busy job. 

Busy August was the time for 
flower shows, and East Jordan and 
Boyne Valley garden clubs each put 
on impressive displays. 

Out in the lake the swim schools 
wound up lessons with a splash or 
two. 

Marjorie Colley, the daughter of 
Ralph and Loia Brooks of Boyne City 
was selected as the Career Woman 
of Achievement by judges in Can- 
ton, Ill. Colley was commended for 
her werk in the YWCA. 

August wouldn't be complete 
without the antique c#f show in 
Boyne City. Over 100 models were 
on display. 


And then there was the fling at 
Sportsmen’s Park, where members, 
dressed in antique style, had their 
primitive style black powder shoot. 

Elections had their historic 
impact, too, with almost a record- 
breaking 4,427 voters turning out 
(not counting Beaver Island). 

Boyne City became familiar with 
the letters PRD as requests for 
rezoning paraded before the plan- 
ning board. The board turned down 
two planned residential develop- 
ments proposals. These were later 
reconsidered. 

SEPTEMBER 

Seals and Roberts Construction 
Company won the low bid of $13,160 
for putting the prefabricated airport 
building together. The building was 
shipped in four sections and assem- 
bled later in the year at the Boyne 
City Airport. ; 

United Technologies Corporation 
in Boyne celebrated 30 years of 
operation. 

Steve Hines became the new 
athletic director for East Jordan 
High School. Hines brought direct- 
ing experience in Mancelona to the 
job. 

Autumn is boat time and brought 
the annual Red Fox Regatta, as well 
as a cruise on the Star of Char- 
levoix for those involved in lake 
management. 

Plans for the second phase of One 
Water Street development came up 
for informal review. With construc- 
tion of phase one already underway, 
Boyne City commissioners looked 
over proposals for the country inn 
and shops to be next in the area. 

The temporary salmon weir went 
into the Jordan River at Rogers 
Bridge, and fishermen objected to 
the fact that the DNR banned fishing 
from the bridge to the lake. 

East Jordan was happy over its 
new diesel fire truck. 

In Boyne City, residents came to 
the school board meeting to say they 
were unhappy with board member 
Phil Bowman whose child was being 
educated at home. 

About 100 adult students came 
out of their homes in East Jordan to 
start the community education pro- 
gram. 

OCTOBER 

A new scholarship worth $1,400 
will reward math students in East 
Jordan. The perpetual scholarship 
was the gift of Kenneth Garlock, a 
resident of the city. 

Boyne parents made suggestions 
to the high school on how to improve 
the athletics program, including 
affiliation with another league. The 
board took the complaints seriously. 

Rates went up at the Boyne 
sanitary landfill to catch up to. the 
expense of running the fill, and to 


keep the fees balanced fairly 
between commercial and individual 
users. 


East Jordan councilman Cal Gotts 
resigned for family reasons. Ap- 
pointing a replacement was delayed 
because the general election was 
coming up. 

Rotarian Bill Porter was presen- 
ted with the Paul Harris Award for 
his service to the East Jordan club. 
The honor included the dedication of 


$1,000 to Rotary’s promotion of, 


world understanding. 

Beverly Freel became director of 
Boyne’s senior center. 

Boyne residents added the new 
Baptist school to their education 
concerns. Eventually this problem 
and that of home schooling of 
another child were resolved with 
guarantees of quality instruction. 

Boyne’s new well bidding figures 
came down to $58,900 when spec- 
ialista were able to act on separate 
parts of the package. The well was a 
component of the One Water Street 
project because of increased water 
demand. 

NOVEMBER 

The suspense of the election was 
over with Proposal C laid to rest. 

East Jordan businessman asked 
the city to allow limited parking in 
front of his quick-service grocery. 
This opened up discussions that 
extended through the fall as city 
officials and Main Street business 
people wrestled with the total down- 
town parking problem. 

Some help was provided with the 


opening of a new parking lot in 
December. 

Summer tax collections for 1985 
met Boyne school board approval. 
The school applied for accreditation, 
and began plans to improve the 
athletics field. 

Preparing for next year’s taxes, 
Boyne City commissioners reviewed 
suggestions for improving property 
assessment procedures. 

Excitement grew in Boyne over 
the proposed renovation and use of 
the landmark Dilworth building. 
City planners recommended tax 
abatement for Wolverine Inn, Inc. 
and also for the Seaway Review 
Company. In December the city 
commission approved. 

The state department of education 
held conference in Traverse City to 
obtain input from educators and 
parents in northern Michigan on a 
number of state proposals, one of 
which was a public education pro- 
gram for four-year-olds. 

A lawyer had to settle the ques- 
tion in East Jordan as to whether or 
not it was legal to seat Ellen Cihak 
as replacement for councilman Cal 
Gotts. The interpretation favored 
Cihak, who then joined the council 
for the year remaining in Gotts’ 
term. 

Yvonne Grant of East Jordan will 
be included in the 1985 edition of 
‘‘Who'’s Who Among Students in 
American Universities and 
Colleges.’’ She was one of 41 chosen 
at Western Michigan University. 

The topic of changing roles of 
women and men came before stu- 
dents in the Char-Em_ District. 
Trained students made the presen- 
tations. 

DECEMBER 

A sure sign of the month—the 
closing of Ironton Ferry Service until 
next spring. 

The Harder Foundation and 
Headwaters Trout Unlimited in 
cooperation with other agencies 
nominated the Jordan River for 
rehabilitation of trout spawning 
beds. 

Decision will come in 1985. 

Boyne City commissioners said no 
to transfer of the Commercial Ex- 
emption Certificate on the vacant 
Schafer building. 

Joel Evans, employed 26 years 
with the East Jordan Lumber Com- 
pany, bought the business. For a 
year it had been owned by the 
McCrea-Simmons Lumber 
Company. 

A Walloon Lake wetland hearing 
was the focus of much concern in 
relation to its being turned into a 120 
by 320 foot pond. The DNR will be 
making the decision in 1985. 

Burns Clinic got a satellite office 
in Boyne with the cooperation of 
Boyne’s Dr. Michael Engel, whose 
office became part of the Burns 
Clinic in Petoskey. . 

Boyne Falls school used Christ- 
mas vacation to insulate. The school 
system looked back on a year of 
change with a new superintend- 
ent, and a new principal, Mike 
Wallace. 

Former mayor of Boyne Marvin 
Loding died, leaving a vacancy on 
the city commission as well as in 
many other city activities. 

Former clerk-treasurer Fern Mor- 
ris received severence pay of $7,000 
after 1614 years of service to the city 
of East Jordan. 

A total of $830,000 in patronage 
capital refunds was distributed to 
about 18,000 present and former 
Top O'Michigan Rural Electric cus- 
tomers. 


To appease those who don’t like 
walking, East Jordan began a pro- 
gram of municipal parking lots, to 
add to the one now on Main Street. 


Fest Jordan high school students, 
angry over vandals’ destruction of 
the school flag pole, set high anti- 
vandalism priorities. 


The season was also brightened 
by Christmas programs .in schools 
and churches, and the annual 
Christmas Baskets in Boyne City. 

Only the weather seemed to be 
out of it with unusually warm days 
contrasted with cold windy ones. 
Snow came—and went—and came. 

And, came 1984, and went. 


Jordan mayor 


Mayor Bill Merwin is resigning 
rom the East Jordan city council 
2ecause he will be moving to a new 
1ob with his company, relocating 
near South Haven. Merwin asked 
the council to review the city charter 
on the vacancy question. It was his 
view that someone on the council 
should be chosen mayor, and then 
someone from the ward be appoint- 
ed to the vacated seat. 

He said he won't be leaving till 
February or March but wanted 
council to have enough time to make 
a proper decision. 


Merwin moved to East Jordan in 
1979. He is on his third term in 
office. 

‘We're going to miss every- 
body,’’ said Mrs. Merwin, who is a 
life-long East Jordan resident. 

Pat Sweet, who just went off 
council, said the ‘‘mayor’s progres- 
sive direction...has guided the city 
council to accomplish objectives 
long talked about...’’ She said he 
has ‘‘dared to challenge seemingly 
unobtainable goals for the future.’’ 

Sweet noted that the council 
under Merwin's leadership had

provided job descriptions for depart- 
streamlined council 
committee structure, and ‘‘opened 
the availability of information per- 
tinent to the financial status and 
investments of the city..."’ 

During his terms, she said, the 
city has developed a Tourist Park 
harbor and boat launch, upgraded 
city equipment, and developed a 
policy for use of city facilities. 

“It was teamwork at its best 
under the guidance of a good 
coach,’’ she said. 


Agreement means 


industrial park qualifies 


for possible grants 


A plat agreement with Top 
O' Michigan Rural Electric Company 
allows Boyne City to proceed with 
development of an industrial park, 
next to the city airport. Top 
O'’Mich owns an eight-acre parcel 
adjoining the city’s 34 acres. Put 
together, the 42 acres qualify the 
site for state certification, said city 
‘manager Randy Frykberg. 

The agreement came at the city 
commission's noon meeting this 
Tuesday. Minimum size for state 
approval is 40 acres. Approval is 
necessary if the city is to apply for a 
grant to aid it in putting in water/ 
sewer lines. 

Frykberg said such a million 
dollar improvement would require 
help from both the federal Economic 
Development Administration and 
the state-administered Small Cities 
Community Block Grant. 

The exact requirements will 
depend on what kind and how many 
industries become involved, he said. 


Wetlands 


Concerned spokespersons from Tip 
of the Mitt Watershed Counsel, the 
Lake Charlevoix Property Owners 
Association told their same story 
over concerning their being against 
the Department of Natural 
Resources giving approval to a land 
owner to excavate and backfill for a 
home in the Horton Bay area 
Monday night. 

The hearing, held in the Bay 
Township Hall, was on the petition 
of Ernest Kapp of Flushing, 
Michigan who is seeking the DNRs 
permission so that he can build a 
single family home on Lake 
Charlevoix. 

Jim Bricker, representing the Tip of 
The Mitt, told the audience at the 
hearing that the property is in a 
wetlands and because of the wetland 
theory that they provide a filtering 
of the watershed, the breaking into 
of the soils in the property would 
help to destroy the filtering process. 

He did not provide any specifics as 
to the property under consideration 
and what needed to be filtered out 
through the wetland. 

Wetlands, according to Bricker, 
help to filter out the nitrogen and 
phosporus that is sometimes found 
in the water as it comes into the 
wetland area. Theoretically, the 
trees and the plants absorb the 
nutrients and keep them from going 
into and adding to the pollution of 
the lake. 

Mrs. Betty Ray, an adjacent 
property owner who was denied a 
permit to build a home recently, 
asked the hearing officer, Ron 
Brown, if any consideration to the 
lake pollution problem was given to 
the many boats that come into 
Horton Bay. She told Brown that 
the boats probably caused more of a 
pollution problem than what her and 
the Kapp house would. 

Kapp, expiained to the audience 


The next step is to obtain letters of 
intent from prospective clients for 
the park. These, he explained to The 
Press, will show cost-employment 
ratios. 

The city, local realtors, and the 
County Business and Industry Task 
Force are all scouting for industries 
for the projected park. Frykberg 
said only light industries with little 
environmental impact could fit the 
stipulations drawn up by the Econo- 
mic Developmental Commission. 

Construction of a new industry 
could begin with construction of the 
water lines, according to Frykberg. 
With minimum grant approval, he 
said, an industry could begin operat- 
ing in 16 months. 

At the commission meeting, Fryk- 
berg noted that Top O’Mich would 
be a passive partner. The agree- 
ment says the utilities co-op would 
not be assessed for any develop- 
ment costs. '‘And they will pay the 


normal rates to the city with water 
and sewer hook-up.”’ 

In other business, the city com- 
missioners applauded Lance John- 
son for becoming certified in water 
treatment operation and water dis- 
tribution system operation. Fryk- 
berg said Johnson had acquired 
certification through self study on 
his own initiative, passing the exam- 
inations with high marks. 

Another commendation was made 
to the ambulance department, which 
through increased training begun 
about two years ago, has become 
licensed for life-saving practices. 
The ambulance service is now desig- 
nated Boyne City Life and Ambu- 
lance Service. 

Department head Henry Erber 
said the training plus the new $7000 
radio equipment enables them to 
follow the doctor’s directions from 
the hospital while the patient is 
enroute. ;

that when the property was pur- 
chased, a health department ap- 
proval was given for a pump-back 
septic system which was installed 
some time ago. The drain field for 
the system is approximately one 
quarter of a mile away from the 
proposed home site. 

Work was started on both the 
Kapp and the Ray properties this 
fall, but was stopped by the zoning 
administration official who told the 
contractor and the Kapps and Rays 
that they would need the proper 
permits to be able to dig and fill. 


Kapp told the hearing officer that 
he had no knowledge from any of the 
governing authorities that he was in 
violation of any of the rules until he 
received the stop work order. 

The contractor had dug and 
replaced the topsoil with clean fill 
sand and was working on the Ray 
property when the stop-work order 
was issued. Kapp may have to 
remove the fill that was placed on 
the site if the permit is denied. 

Bob Sorenson, the head of the Bay 
Township Planning Commission, 
told the hearing that while the

EJ council adds support 
to Vet facility 


At the city council's first meet- 
ing of the year, January 2, Chris 
Shea, director of East Jordan Family 
Health Center, won support of the 
council in the center's bid to the 
federal government to serve 
veterana. 

The Veterans Administration is 
studying northern Michigan for 
location of an ‘‘inpatients' ’’ center. 
This would provide service for vet- 
erans where full hospital treatment 
was not required. 

Shea's reasons, presented in the 
resolution, took into account the 
city’s favorable location, the cen- 
ter’s service record, and facilities. 

Since the council meeting, Con- 
gressman Bob Davis in a public 
statement said the VA decision will 
probably not come until next year. 

Council members also turned 
their attention to the question of 
providing the tuition funds for a city 
reserve police officer, wanting to 
become certified at Mid Michigan 
Police Academy. Cal Loomis had 


proposed that he pay the city back 
out of his weekly pay when he will 
be put on over next summer. Loomis 
could also work the overtime hours 
of the present staff. 

Concern for setting a precedent 
and over such eventualities as 
Loomis’ not staying on the job long 
enough to pay back the cost of the 
course were debated, the city finally 
agreeing to support Loomis’ 
proposal. 

The council also approved amend- 
ing the budget by $18,000 to pur- 
chase property at 110 Esterly Street 
for municipal parking. 

City superintendent Mike Dionne 
reported that a notice will appear in 
the newspapers warning parents to 
keep children from digging tunnels 
into roadside snow drifts as well as 
in the city snow dumps. The danger 
is from anowplow activity, he said. 

Dionne made an update on the 
new city well project. Water quality 
does meet state standards. Work 
will proceed, he said.
